FIRST DAY. 


DECEMBER 14, 1867. 


The House met pursuant to the Governor's Proclamation con- 
cerning an extra session. Mr. Stewart, Speaker, in the chair. 


Roll called. 


The following members answered to their names: Messrs. An- 
derson, Boswell, Comly, Edwards, Gallaher, Stewart, Weston, 
Word. 


Absent—Mr. Simms. 


The Proclamation of the Governor convening the Assembly was 
then read. 


Prayer by the Rev. Bishop Tuttle. 
Mr. Word offered the following resolution, which was adopted: 


Resolved, That all the officers of this House, during the fourth 
‘session of the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Montana, 
that were in office at the adjournment of said session, be, and the 
same are hereby chosen to discharge the duties of their respective 
positions during this extraordinary session. 
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On motion of Mr. Word, the Clerk was required to inform the 
Council that the House was ready for the transaction of business. 


The following communication was received from the Council, 
through Mr. Wade, their chief Clerk: 
That Mr. Corum had introduced the following resolution : 


Lvesolved, That the House be informed by the Chief Clerk of 
the Council, that the Council is in session, and a quorum present, 
and are willing to meet the House in their room, in joint conven- 
tion, at 2 o'clock this afternoon, to receive any communication the 
Governor may desire to make to the Legislative Assembly. De- 
cember 14, 1867. 


Mr. Word offered the following resolution, which was adopted : 


Resolved, That the rules of the fourth session of the Legislative 
Assembly of the Territory of Montana be, and the same are hereby 
adopted as the rules of this session. 


On motion of Mr. Word, the Standing Committees appointed at 
the fourth session were continued for the extra session. 


Mr. Word offered the following resolution, which was adopted : 


Resolved, That Geo. J. Rea be chosen to fill the place of 2d 
assistant Clerk of the House, being the position held by Mr. John 
Clarkson at the fourth session of this Legislature. 


Mr. Weston offered the following resolution, which was adopted: 

Resolved, By the House of Representatives of the Legislative 
Assembly of the Territory of Montana, That a Committee of three 
be appointed by the House, to wait upon the Council, and invite 
them to meet us in joint session, at 2 o’clock Pp. M., at the Hall of 
the House of Representatives, to receive any communication His 
Excellency the Governor may wish to make. 


Messrs. Weston, Anderson, and Tennant, were appointed such 
Committee. 


On motion of Mr. Tennant, the House took a recess until 2 
o'clock P. M. 
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2. o’cLocK P. M. 


House resumed. Mr. Speaker in the chair. 


Roll called—Absent, Mr. Simms. 


The House went into Joint Convention, to receive the Gover- 
nor’s Message. 


House resumed. 


Roll called—Mr. Simms absent. 


On motion, Judge Stafford administered the oath of office to 
Geo. J. Rea, Assistant Clerk. 


On motion of Mr. Tennant, the Governor's Message was ordered 
spread upon the Journal. 


Gentlemen of the Council and House of Representatives: 


You have been called together in extraordinary session to 
complete very important and necessary laws. 

When your regular session adjourned yesterday, there was lying 
on your tables, the Civil Practice act, the Revenue act, the Military 
act, and some bills were in my hands which, from their great 
length and importance, and the lateness of the hour reaching me 
before adjournment, could not be examined and reported to the 
Legislature. 

As your session is for a special purpose, particularly to ex- 
amine and pass the Civil Practice and Revenue bills, it is to be 
hoped that subordinate matters will not interfere with your main 
object. I will be allowed, however, to call your attention to the 
importance of circumscribing by law, the limitless power of the Ex- 
ecutive in military affairs. 

By joint memorial to Congress, passed at your last session, it 
was emphatically declared more than twice, that war with Indians 
the coming spring was imminent, and as you believed could not 
be avoided without certain treaties of the General Government. 
Now, if these treaties should not be made, if your position in the 


= 
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memorial be true, and I doubt it not, an Indian war is inevitable. 
Who then is to assume the responsibility of calling out forces to 
defend the Territory? By what rule or law is any one to be con- 
trolled? The Executive is made, by the Organic Act, the Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the Militia, and of course, in cases of invasion, 
insurrections and outbreaks by the snOUARE, must assume the com- 
mand and responsibility. 

As matters now stand, he has the right, if he chooses to exer- 
cise it, to place any number of men in the field he chooses, and to 
officer them at will with any rank, and that too at the expense of 
the Territory. 

This is all wrong, and places too much and too dangerous 
power in the hands of one man. 

When a matter of such importance is placed at the will of 
one man, and no responsibility attached, if he should be a reckless 
and careless officer, great expense and even bankruptcy might come 
upon the Territory. 

Experience in the States and Government has shown us the 
importance, nay, the absolute necessity of wholesome and proper 
military laws, and I do trust the Legislature will, before it ad- 
journs, enact such laws as will meet our demands. ‘The past ex- 
pedition against the Indians, made it necessary to appoint certain 
officers, amongst which were an Adjutant General, Quartermaster, 
and Commissary. The two latter would only act nominally in 
times of peace, but the Adjutant General is an indispensable offi- 
cer to the Executive Department at all times, especially now, as 
a large amount of business is to be transacted, and will be yearly, 
for probably all time to come. 

The biil you have had under consideration, meets the demands 
as nearly as any that could be drawn, in my judgment, but I sub- 
mit the whole matter to your consideration. 

In this connection, it would be well for me to call your attention 
to a suggestion made in my annual message in regard to the small 
arms and artillery, togeiher with the ammunition left in Helena. 
A small magazine was built in that city at the expense of the goy- 
ernment, and now holds the small arms in boxes, and the ammu- 
nition. The artillery, as I learned last night for the first time, is 
out of doors, and being injured by exposure. 
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Your liberality has bestowed on Virginia City a sum sufficient 
to secure all here, and, I trust, in recommending an appropriation 
for Helena, you will be equally as kind. After inquiring into the 
matter, I am sure the sum of fifteen hundred dollars, the same as 
appropriated to build an armory here, will be sufficient to meet the 
demands there. 

If some arrangement is not made to. protect this property there, 
I will be compelled to remove it to the armory here; I should re- 
gret, however, to remove any of it from Helena, as it may be 
needed in that direction any time, and as the citizens are anxious 
to retain, and I think should keep a portion of the arms belong- 
ing to the Territory. 

Your attention is again called to the Penitentiary question. I 
only refer you to aspecial message to the regular session upon this 
subject. 

I feel assured that you will not allow the revenue bill to 
go unheeded. A measure of so much importance, and one for 
which this special session was called, should ment your special 
consideration. Under the bill as it now is, in the main, it 1s con- 
fidently believed by many of the best financiers of the Territory, 
that the debt can be almost if not entirely liquidated in twelve 
months. 

I must again ask you to well consider the responsibility under 
which you should place the assessors and collectors, and their pay- 
ment in proportion to the amount assessed and collected. This 
course certainly will bring more money into the Treasury than 
any other, for men will not be so energetic and close in their col- 
lections on a stated salary as when their profits depend upon their 
assessments and collections. 

The act regulating probate courts did not teceive my appro- 
val, from the fact, first, 1t came to me near the close of your reg- 
ular session, and was of so much importance and of such great 
length that it could not receive that thought and attention it 
required ; second, if the civil practice act becomes a law, many 
provisions of the probate act will be unnecessary; and third, 
because many of the provisions of the act are already in the statutes, 
and I could see no good reason for re-enacting the same laws. If, 
however, you should repass the law, I will vive it a more careful 
reading, and come to more definite conclusion thereon. 
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Hoping your extra session may be pleasant, and the objects for 
which it was called together be accomplished in the time desig- 
nated, I submit these few crude suggestions for your deliberation.

ferred House Bill No. 1, being “An Act to regulate proceedings 
in civil cases in the courts of justice of Montana Territory,” beg 
leave to report the same back to the House, with the recommenda- 
tion that the same pass, with the following amendments: 

Amend section 51, striking out all between the word “ attor- 
ney, in the 1st line, and the word “except,” in the 2nd line, and 
in lieu thereof, insert the words “and shall not.” 

Add the following sections: 

“Sec. 504. That all acts and parts of acts heretofore passed 
and now existing conflicting herewith, are hereby repealed, ex- 
cepting the following portions of an act entitled ‘An Act to 
regulate proceedings in civil cases in the courts of justice of the 
Territory of Montana, approved 1865’: Title XX, ‘Proceedings in 
justices’ courts in civil cases,’ Title XXI, ‘Forcible entry and 
unlawful detainer,’ Title XVIII, ‘Courts of justice of this Terri- 
tory.’ 

“Sec. 505. This act shall not be so construed as to affect any 
suit or suits that may be pending in any court or courts of this 
Territory at the time of the passage and approval of this act. 

‘Src. 506. This act to take effect and be in force from and 
after its passage and approval.”
